OSO - The exploitation of the Ukrainien resistance movement
for the procurement of intelligence on the USSR and the establish-
ment of support facilities redﬁired for agent operations in the
Ukraine and elsewhere in the Soviet Union.

b. resistance and guerrilla wartare
